1 . Claims 1 , 5-9, 13,14, 32-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: allowance of 
claims 1 , 5-9, 13, 14, 32-38 is indicated because none of the prior art of record, alone or 
in combination, appears to teach, or fairly suggest or render obvious the invention of the 
claims or recited allowable subject matter in claim 1 . 

3. Claim 1 recites a high-frequency heating apparatus for driving a magnetron, 
comprising: an error signal generation circuit generating an error signal based on a 
difference between an input current of the AC power supply and the reference circuit, 
and a frequency-modulated signal generation circuit that outputs to the dead time 
generation circuit a frequency-modulated signal obtained by controlling an amplitude of 
a rectified voltage signal output from the DC power supply based on the error signal, 
wherein the drive unit limits the lowest frequency of a frequency with which the 
semiconductor switching devices are driven, so that the lowest frequency is set to be 
high at the beginning of operation of the high frequency heating apparatus, and the 
lowest frequency is set to be lower gradually thereafter.
